eginning in the 1980's, a fourten 

year old by the name of Mo entered 

Astoria High School. Mo was 
special not only because he was handi- 
capped, but also because he was the first 
student to enter the special needs program. 

Since the time that Mo entered high 
school, the students modest business 
"making sense", which was started by 
teacher Joan Wilkerson, has been growing 
and growing. The business, which makes 
dog biscuits and popourri, gives the students 
an understanding of production and distribu- 
tion. 

Last year there were 27 peer tutors 
helping out with the class. These are 
students that show an interest in helping out 
with the 13 life skill students. They help the 
class members collect paper for recycling 
from all the rooms around the school and 
processing the paper, glass, and cardboard 
into containers to be sent away to a recy- 
cling plant. 

Life skill students can remain in class 
until the age of 21. When a student is about 
to graduate, job development skills are 
emphasized and each student is given a 
chance to work in the community as a way 
of getting the feel for specialized jobs. 

The program today is a huge success 
thanks to the dedication and care of a staff 
that wants the best for each of the students.
